Peas and beans, of course, do not need 
soaking, and should be cooked as soon as 
prepared, since exposure to air dries them 


up. 


BLANCHED 
Blanched vegetables, after having 
damaged parts removed, -should be 


brushed with a soft vegetable brush to re- 
move grit, and then stood in cold water till 
needed. 

Asparagus stems need to be scraped 
gently from the top downwards. 

Then comes the question of actual cook- 
ing. The most popular (and the vilest) 
method is by boiling in large quantities of 
water. Up-to-date cooks, who have 4 
proper respect for vegetables, prefer one 
of the conservative methods which preserve 
both vitamins and mineral salts, and, with 
them, the nutrition and good flavour. 

There are no less than six ways of con- 
serving the essential value of vegetables, 
but 1 will mention only the three 
simplest :— 


THE FIRST 


cooking in the minimum of 
liquid with the addition of butter (and 
seasoning if desired). This is done in fire- 
proof casseroles or glass, or, if preferred, 
in earthenware stew jars. 

The main points are: 
close-fitting lid, (b) to cook slowly, 
serve in the cooking vessel.

salt, 1 onion, joz. flour, Paprika, & tea- 
spoonful lemon juice, buttered strips of 
toast. 

Cook the carrots till tender in boiling 
salted water to which sugar has been 
added.

Stir in the 
flour, cook until blended, and add stock; 
then add. seasonings ; boil up, stirring all 
the time, and pour over the carrots laid 


on strips of toast.
